DENOMINATION FOR EXHIBIT 


W ashington Collection Finest In the 
World With One Exception. 


The $ IOO,OOO collection of postage 
I stam ps th a t for years lins boon g ath er­ 
ing dust in tin* archives of tin* postof­ 
fice d epartm ent Is being arranges I and 
classified for exhibition at the National 
m useum. 
J. It. Peavey, governm ent 
philatelist, and T. T. Belute, Ueud of 
the m useum 's division of history, t*x- 
I**' I to have the exhibit in perm anent 
shape within about a year. 
Officials of the museum and the p o st­ 
office dep artm en t say the only collec­ 
tion of stam ps which excels in com- 
1 pletcness tin* one now being arranged 
is th a t owned by the British museum. 
There art* specim ens of every variety 
and denom ination of stam ps ever ls- 
stnsl by this governm ent, as well as a 
collection of practically all the stam ps 
ever used by any governm ent since th** 
use of postage stam ps began. 
Includ- 
**<1 in the collection are specim ens of 
the original British stam p of the for­ 
ties, which w as as large as an ordinary 
envelope of today, as well as the sizes 
issmsl in later years. 
So far only nineteenth century issues 
and about $10,000 w orth have been {ait 
on exhibit. 
A novel case, consisting 
of scores of sliding vertical sections, 
all locked w ith one key and absolutely 
air tight, contains th e stam ps. The idea 
was taken from th e British museum, 
but th** cases are a great im provem ent 
on those there employed. 
Among the most valuable starnjvs in 
th** collection are the Franklin carrier 
stam p of 
th e forties, which brings 
$100; the 
"Tyla* I” of IHM, whose 
faded square Inch of paper is valued at 
$200, and the one cent 
tyj*e of the 
sam e year uud like value. 
"Th** value th at attach es to a stum p.” 
I saki Mr. Peavey, "is determ ined very

U R IN G tile civil war tile Unit­ 
ed States navy was largely dis­ 
tributed on the const of tho 
southern states, blockading the 
ports of the C o n fe d e ra l In order that 
no goods might be exported or import­ 
ed.

a field of service. 
On account of the 
intimate relationship a man has with 
the people of a small community it Is 
possible for him, through leadership, 
in a few years to transform an entire 
village.

t h e m e m o r i a l l i b r a r y in t h e village of 
X. 
The 
l i b r a r y was t i l e gift of a 
p r o m i n e n t m a n a n d h i s w i f e who saw 


t h e n e e d n n d g a v e ti l e b u i l d i n g t o be 
u s e d as a s o c i a l c e n t e r f o r the c o m ­ 
m u n i t y . 
The w o r k was s t a r t e d a l i t ­ 


t l e o v e r five y e a r s ago. 
The memorial library includes a well 
lighted and ventilated auditorium ac­ 
commodating alwut ‘JOO people. 
Here 
entertainments, fairs and socials are 
beld. 
Classes Iii physical culture for 
both boys and girls are conducted dur­ 
ing the winter months. 
On two even­ 
ings a week the p»*ople are entertain­ 
ed with the hest motion pictures, ‘rills 
serves to keep iii their home com­ 
munity the young people who had been 
in the habit of migrating to neighbor­ 
ing towns for these pleasures. A ntom 
containing a billiard table and other 
games attracts the young men aud 
keeps them from places that are of 
morally destructive character. 
Prac­ 
tically every boy and girl iii the village 
is found at the library during the time 
it is open for their use. 
A room with showers and ti bathtub 
was addtsl to the equipment atsnit two 
years ago and is used by the women 
and girls on specified days as web as 
by the men and boys. A manual train­ 
ing shop forms part <*f the oqtiipniot)! 
of the Memorial library. 
Boys from 
twelve to sixteen years of age have 
U -en instructed in making useful ar­ 
ticles of furniture. 
A domestic science room with every 
facility 
for «*flicient and systematic 
work in sewing mid cooking is includ­ 
ed. 
The girls thoroughly enjoy the 
work aud carry the training Into their 
homes. 
One year the girls condo* ttsl 
a fair and from the sale of articles 
realized 
a 
considerable sum. which 
they uses) to pay their Instructor in 
physical work. 
The children an* being critjeated to 
thrift a id economy by a savings **>s 
tem which has Ixs-n Int rod need*. 
For 
seVeTaT years a number of the vbingo 
hoys have attended a county camp 
and have l»ecn influenced for good 
through the comradeship and influence 
of Hie other isiys. 
One summer a 
camp for girls was conducted. 
Before the new agency came into tin* 
life of the village of X. a spirit of de­ 
pression seemed to permeate the entire 
community. The inhabitants were dis­ 
couraged. 
It was under such condi­ 
tions that the Memorial library via-. 
o| toned. 
In the first .visit of the work a vil­ 
lage Improvement committee was or 
gaulzed- This was ap|tointed from tin* 
representative men of the village aud 
resident* of the surrounding estates, 
who gladlv rescinded when appro.-u ti 
•si for Ti na lata I assistance 
The tirst 
thing the committee decided u|hjii was 
in light the xtn-et* with electricity, 
it 
was thought that th-* lax pater* would 
m»t assume tv,- expense until they h ail 
seen the great improvement tin* light* 
would make in the streets. 
The com­ 
mittee h a d Hie lights inst a I levi a n d for 
two years met the expense through 
put tile subscription. 
The ii mount they 
were obliged to raise was $1,'4NL The 
third year a lighting district w a s ♦**- 
tablished and practically every tax­ 
payer signed tile petition to have the 
lights paid for through taxation. 
One of t ta* greatest needs of the vll- 
h go was a water supply. 
F o r% ti va 
rear* the committee tried to solve this 
problem, and recently its labors have 
Veil rewarded. 
A company supplying 
water to a village three miles distant 
ha* ti en ludti'fd to extend its mains 
to the village of X. 
A tire company 
is to hi- organized with its home in the 
Mem trial library.
